COMPENSATION. 
_ 



Was tho "gratuity" of $300 set down 
in tho public accounts, 1S79, as paid 
to the widow of George Jenkinson 
intended as payment in full for damages 
sustained by his family through the sacri- 
fice of that officer's life at tho hands of 
a savage desperado? The amount would 
appear to be a mere bagatelle when 
contrasted with the terrible loss of the 
afflicted family. Wo have hoard it said 
that the unfortunate man was not a 
police officer and that in attempting to 
nrrest the murderer he exceeded the 
limits of his commission. When all 
tho circumstances of the caso are re- 
membered this will appear but a shab- 
by excuse for illibcrality in tho eyes of 
the public. A parsimoniousgovornment- 
al policy had deprived Stickeon river 
of its police force. Tho Gov- 
ernment had failed to bring to trial an 
Indian charged with the wilful murder 
of his wife tho year before. Embold- 
ened by the absence of constables and 
encouraged by the immunity from 
punishmont which his tribal friend 
enjoyed, tho assassin, armed with 
knife and gun, declared war. He 
attacked and all but murdered his wife, 
assailed a white man and was pre- 
paring, after the East Indian fashion, 
to "run amuck " through tho settle- 
ment, when ho was approached by 
Jenkinson, who placed his hand on his 
shoulder with tho intention of taking 
him into custody, but was instantly 
cut down. The family of the murdered 
man are far from wealthy, and wo 
would urge the Houso to consider whe- 
ther their case does not call for some 
more adequate recognition than the 
paltry sum of §1500 — less than three 
months' salary of their unfortunate 
husband and father. We object, also, to 
the employment of tho word "gratuity" 
by the Government in describing the 
payment. The signification of tho 
word is that of something given with- 
out an equivalent. ''Yea, all that a man 
hath will he givo for his life," saith 
the Good Book. Yet the Government 
by the use of the offensive word "gra- 
tuity," are apparently of opinion that 
Mrs. Jenkinson has no just claim on 
tho Treasury for the loss of a lifo that 
was her mainstay and support, and so 
they reduce her to the level of a per- 
son asking alms. Tho term that should 
have been employed is "compensation," 
and the sum paid by the Government as 
sueh is altogether out of proportion with 
the "equivalent" rendered. 



"Famine in Cariboo." 



Bahkerville, April 3rd, 18S0. 

Editor Colonist: — In the Standard 
of the lGth March appeared a letter 
headed "Tho Famine in Cariboo." 
wherein it 13 stated that there is no 
flour, sugar, bacon or beef to be had. 
Now part of that statement is true. 
There was no beef in Barkerville, but 
sugar, flour and bacon could always be 
had. McWha, at Grouse Creek, four 
miles from here, has about 6000 lbs. of 
llour, and quite a stock of last fall's 
beef; also a lot of pork cured by himself. 
Kwong Lee it Co. have had plenty of 
sugar and bacon all winter, and have 
yet. And there never was any great 
danger for want of llour. 

The aim of the writer of that letter 
seems to have been to try to injure one 
of the best officers in the Province, 
Mr. Bowron, because he was not wil- 
ling to • squander the government 
money for the benefit of a few in what 
would have been a fruitless effort try- 
ing to keep the road open from here to 
Quesnelle. Whatever may be Mr. 
Bowron's duties here, either as Govern- 
ment agent, recorder or as a private 
citizen, lie attends to them conscienti- 
ously and has tho respect and confi- 
dence of all who know him well; "Oc- 
casional Correspondent" and n very few 
others excepted. 

" Alas for tlio rarity 
Of Christian charity." 

The same writer, it appears, must 
have a crow to pluck with our worthy 
county court judge. Whether he (the 
writer) or some of his friends, has been 
on the losing side in some cause tried 
beforo Capt. Ball or not, he knows 
best. If he has, that would account 
for some of the venuni of his worda 

Some folks always appear to think 
themselves severely dealt with if they 
do not get all they ask for, right or 
wrong, and are patted on the back 
besides. 

Whatever "Occasionl Correspondent" 
may say against H. M. Ball, cannot 
affect his character as an honest judge 
and gold commissioner. For sound 
judgment, and foresight in mining 
cases, his equal has never been in Cari- 
boo, and I feel sure that if gold com- 
missioners wore elected no man could 
be brought forward who would have 
the shadow of a chanco against the 
present occupant of that office. 

What seems to trouble "Occasional" 
a great deal is a fear that the iron for 
the Waverley Company would not be 
got in here in time.

Afternoon Dispatch. 

UNITED STATES. 
Memphis, April 19. — A severe storm 
swept over Memphis this morning. 
Two houses in tho southern portion of 
this city were struck by lightning. - At 
Covington, 10 miles north of Memphis, 
tho court house was struck by light- 
ning. 

CnicAco, April 19. — The storm re- 
ferred to in last night's dispatches de- 
veloped into still greater violence to- 
wards morning and tho wind and rain 
did considerable damage in the city. 
This morning the Western Union 
Telegraph Company had eighty-one 
wires down and communication was 
severed in nearly every direction. Re- 
ports from such pointH as were not cut 
off indicate that the storm has been 
widespread and has clone serious in- 
jury in many towns north, east, south 
and west. It contiuues unabated. No 
further disasters on the lako are yet 
reported, although any crafts which 
were out last night must have suffered. 
Wires aro gradually being repaired but 
tho weather ia turning cold and threat- 
ening snow. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
Colon, April 18. — Callao advices of 
the 7th inst. reports as follows: Tho 
blockade of this port was begun to-day 
by six Chilean ships. Tho Peruvians 
disembarked a cargo of arms at Chera, 
near Mollendo, capturing the Chilean 
steam launch Durendo at Tacopila. 
Tho Kenrsargo is still at Chisique. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, April 19. — Le Figaro pub- 
lishes a letter this morning from M. 
De Lessens in which tho writer says 
that all obstacles to the construction of 
the Panama Canal havo been swept 
away. The feasibility of its construc- 
tion has been demonstrated theoretical- 
ly and practically all impediments havo 
been removed by tho will of the Am- 
erican peoplo unanimously expressed in 
public meeting and also by the United 
States Government. Ho can follow i.o 
other policy than that which is dic- 
tated by political opinion. This is also 
the general tenor of a speech delivered 
by M. de Lesseps at the Sarbonne last 
night. He there affirmed that he had 
three hundred million dollars awaiting 
him at New York for the prosecution 
of his enterprise. 

ITALY. 

London, April 18. — Tho expulsion 
from Trieste by tho Austrian author- 
ities of Cavalotti, dramatic author and 
republican member of tho Italian 
Chamber of Deputies, was because dur- 
ing a discussion of tho foreign policy 
of Italy in the chamber on tho 18th 
inst. ho expressed tho opinion that 
Austria was threatening Italy not be- 
cause of Italia Irridenta's agitation 
but on account of hor internal necess- 
ities she had need of war against Italy, 
and her military party also desired it, 
Rome, April 17. — In tho Italian 
chamber of deputies to-day Premier 
Caroli informed the chamber that 
Cavalotti'a expulsion from Trieste was 
by order of local police authorities. 
The central government discovered the 
proceedings of tho local authorities 
and directed the order of expulsion to 
be revoked. 

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, April 17. —Tho 
Turkish minister of war has dismissed 
Col. Coopc, nu Englishman from the 
gens d'armerio for refusing to go to 
Erzeroum. Col. Coopc refused because 
he had no money, as his salary had not 
been paid for three months. The 
Britisli ambassador has remonstrated 
with the porte. 

FRANCE. 
Pa ms, April 19. — Tho appointment 
of Count Da Chatcl to bo minister at 
Vienna in place of Teiaserene de Bart, 
resigned, is gazetted, 

Vignaux, it is said, will not fi^ain 
accept a challenge from 3iosson. 

ENGLAND. 
London, April 19, — The Times says 
that the prospective abrogation of the 
Clay ton-Bui wer treaty is a result which 
may be credited to tho visit of De- 
Lcsseps to America. Thirteen steam- 
ships, an unprecedented number, left 
tho Mersey last week for Amorican 
ports, mainly the United States, with 
large cargoes and many passengers. 

The porta owes army contractors 
one million pounds for rations and the 
contractors threaten to stop supplies 
unless paid. There is no money in the 
treasury. 

The Earl of Scarborough was injur- 
ed to-day, probably fatally, by tho over- 
turning of a drag. 

Gladstone arrived to-day. 
Liverpool, April 19. — James Miller 
alias Maxwell, has been arrested on 
charges of forgery on the bank of 
England and other banks. He is said 
to be wanted for forgeries in America. 

London, April 19. — The steamer 
Soyl^ia from Philadelphia for Gibraltar 
had arrived at Lisbon with the mails 
and passengers of the steamer Pera 
from Southampton for the West Indies 
which had her shaft broken at sea. 
The Seylgia towed tho Pera to St. 
Michaels, Azores.

Canadian Mail. 

U'er Steamship City of Chester.) 

Montreal, April 2. — A terrible af- 
fair is telagraphed from Athabaska- 
ville to-day from Bulstrode, a village 
about eleven miles from Athabaska- 
ville, |a municipal villago near Atha- 
baska, on the Grand Trunk Railway. 
It appears that on Tuesday morning a 
young girl named Odelito Desilets left 
her father's house to go to tho resi- 
dence of a neighbour named Lachance, 
about 10 acres distant from her own 
house. She carried witli her wool and 
knitting needles, with which to pass 
her timo knitting. She did not return 
in tho afternoon, and tho family be- 
coming alarmed made enquiry from 
tho Lachanco farm, but no ono had 
seen the young woman passing. Tho 
alarm was given, and a search institut- 
ed by tho neighbours, who failed to 
find any trace of her that night. Next 
day her body was found in a well, 
head downwards, and upon examina- 
tion it proved that she had been the 
victim of a horrible outrage beforo her 
murder. Her face was coverod with 
blood, and bore the marks of many 
gaping wounds, while her hands were 
cut, and upon tho neck and chin wero 
also sevoral kaife wounds. Her dis- 
ordered dress also gavo evidence of a 
desperate resistance, and altogether 
the spectacle was a harrowing one to 
look upon. The news spread through 
tho villago with the rapidity of wild- 
tire, and every one was on the alert to 
discover tho murderer. Notwithstand- 
ing^their vigilance no trace has been 
found. Suspicion pointed very strong- 
ly to a pedlar seen in a neighbourhood, 
who had his coat torn and sorno blood 
upon his face and hands, which ho ex- 
plained by saying thnt he had been 
chopping wood. 

Halifax, April 'J. — The many 
friends of Dr. Borden, M.P. for King's 
and his wife, will learn with sorrow 
that tho latter died to-day at her 
house in Canning, after a lingering ill- 
ness, at the early age of 25 years. Dr. 
Borden went to Ottawa at tho open- 
ing of the session, but returned homo 
soon, having learned that his wife was 
sick and sinking fast. 

St. John, N. B., April 2. — Tho trial 
of Capt. W. H. Tower for scuttling 
tho barque Brothers' Pride is slowly 
proceeding. Thomas, tho informant, 
has been on the stand since Tuesday 
morning. 

Priffitful Ocourronco at Glasgow. 

On the night of March 5th a lamen- 
table explosion occurred at Glasgow 
Ironworks, in the northern district of 
the city. It seems that there are 11 
puddling furnaces in operation within 
the works, and an upright boiler is 
placed between each two furnaces. No 
fewer than 70 persons wero employed 
at the puddling furnaces, and these 
men are tho principal sufferers. Short- 
ly after 7 o'clock one of tho upright 
boilers exploded witli such force that 
portions of it were thrown about 80 
yards, and the iron roof which covered 
it was also shattered. No sooner was 
the noise heard than a rush was made 
to the spot, and two medical men, Drs. 
Miller and Walker, were in immediate 
attendance. Tho bodies of two men 
were immediately found, and it wns 
said that another was buried in the 
rubbish. Thirty-two men had been 
wounded, and were convoyed to tho 
Royal Infirmary. Two of these died 
almost on admission ; ono or two 
others aro not expected to live. All 
the boilers were under one massive 
iron roof, covered with slates and sup- 
ported by strong pillars. The boilers, 
which were -15 feet in height, passed 
through the roof, and on either sido 
was a tall chimney passing upward 
from each of the furnaces. Tho two 
furnaces adjoining the exploded boiler 
were smashed to atoms, and pieces of 
machinery wero twisted and torn into 
ribands. Tho explosion took placo at 
half-past 7 o'clock, and, according to 
the accounts given by the survivors, 
the large open shod was at once filled 
with a dense cloud of steam and smoke 
which nearly blinded every man within 
a radius of hundreds of feet. To add 
to the horror of the situation, bricks 
and pieces of metal wero flying in all 
directions, and falling in showers upon 
tho terror-stricken workmen, of whom 
many were buried beneath tho fallon 
roof. All who were able endeavoured 
to make their way from the yjcinify- pf 
tho ruined forge, but it was somo lit,tle 
time before the men who had escaped 
could realizo the full extent of tho dis- 
aster, Those who could collect them- 
selves, and they were few in number, 
proceeded to help thejr less fortunate 
comrades. All round men were lying 
with faxes, hands, and bodies fearfully 
scalded and burnt by the steam and 
water, while here and there others lay 
under tho fallen rfcbrte with limbs 
bruised and broken. The sound of the 
explosion was heard all over the dis- 
trict, and very speedily the police au- 
thorities wero on the spot, and with 
tho asistancn of bands of willing work- 
ers tho injured men were extricated 
from the ruins. At last account^ 23 
had died and many others wero in a 
precarious situation.

Nowadays, every- young woman 
knows as well as any lawyer, that 
while a verbal, or better yet, a writ- 
ten, engagement to marry is the most 
substantial foundation for a breach of 
promise suit, Bhe yet, if litigiously in- 
clined, may get alono vory well with- 
out it, provided that sho is ablo to givo 
satisfactory proof of conduct on the de- 
fendant's part from which a promise 
might fairly be inferred. Certain limi- 
tations of this rule have, however, just 
been declared in an English case which 
is 'otherwise quito out of tho usual run, 
and which is, moreover, especially in- 
structive, if not diverting, reading for 
that large class of unprotected males 
who aro at this moment bravely strug- 
gling to acquire tho right to put on 
their slippers in a comfortable houso 
bearing their respective namo-plate, 
but paid for by their respectivo and 
dearly beloved wives' relatives. George 
Augustus Frederick Fowke, brother of 
Sir Frederic Fowke, is tho unhappy 
man whom Mrs. Hornby, the possessor 
of the comfortable yearly income of 
$25,000, declined to marry. He had 
known her when she was Miss Brad- 
shaw, but if he felt any wild desire to 
marry her at any previous titno, ho 
manfully restrained it until sho was a 
rich widow and over fifty years of age. 
Then ho mado hot love and she, widow 
like, was moro cautious than coy. For 
eight years ho pressod his suit and for 
eight years tho heartless defendant 
kept him "dangling after hor until tho 
best years of his life were gone," as his 
counsel feelingly expressed it in words, 
that must bo admitted to bo quite 
within bounds when it is considered 
that tho plaintiff was approaching sixty 
years of age. Considering Mr. Fowke'a 
experience and eight years of oppor- 
tunities, ho was an eager rather than a 
skilful suitor. In all that time he was 
unable to got from the defendant even 
ono letter such as lovers delight in. 
She always began, "Dear Mr. Fowke," 
and only once did anything like an im- 
passioned sentence How from her 
guarded pen. Then sho wrote, "Thero 
is no true happiness in married life 
without real affection for each other," 
and only tho possessor of a grammar- 
ian's soul could reproach her for that 
one outburst. She did give him Mr. 
Hornby's diamond ring, however, which 
was doubtless appreciated at its real 
value, and she also gave him somo in- 
estimable advice about tho fit of his 
shirts.

Hornby, the golden goose was dead, 
and forthwith brought his suit in court 
relying upon tho evidence outlined 
above, supplemented only by his de- 
claration upon oath that the very looks 
of tho defendant disclosed a promise 
to marry. I)) hjs ulmrgo the Judge 
held that it was going a long way tp 
make out a promise, and instructed 
tho jury not to forget that Mrs. Horn- 
by was a widow lady 50 years of ago, 
and that if she liked to have the plain- 
tiff about her for the sake of his atten- 
tions, the sanio inference of an engage- 
ment to marry was not ' to be drawn 
as it doubtless would if she wero a 
young girl. And tho jury found for 
tho defendant.

SAir Francisco, April 19. —In tho 
police court this morning prosecuting at- 
torney Blaney asked for a committal for 
Donis Kearney.

Kearney rose and, looking around nor- 
vioualy, said with a ghastly attempt at a 
8uiilor-"Y6ar, honor, ia tho constitutional 
provision about eight hours a day labor 
included in that commitment?" Judgo 
Rix replied that ho did not consider that 
ncceBsary. Tho officers of tho house 
would see that he had enough and not 
too much work. Kearney then went bo- 
low, hia brother accompanying him. Both 
were much depressed. Soon after Kear- 
ney, accompanied by tho superintendent 
of tho houso • of correction and Officer 
Price," was taken to a hack in waiting on 
Merchant street. A largo crowd of 
aandlotters -were in waiting who mado a 
ruah for the hack as Kearnoy, in charge 
of tho ' officers, entered it. The crowd 
was driven . back by polico officers. Tho 
door closed and Kearney at last was under 
way for the prison. Tho latest report is 
that on arriving at' tho house of correction 
he was handed ovor to the prison barber, 
after which ho rj was presented with 
a gorgeously striped suit and locked up. 
An endeavor will bo made by tho prison- 
er's counsel to obtain a writ of habeas 
corpus, but it ia not likely to be of any 
avail.

The Speaker took tho chair at 2:05 p.m. 

Mr. Smitho presented a petition from 
the Corporation of North Cowichan. Or- 
dered printod. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem presented a potition 
a uumbor of Caribao miners with respect 
to certain water rights asked for by I. B. 
Nason and others, and requested that it 
bo referred the Private Bills Committee. 
Ordered printod. 

administration ok justice. 

Mr. Galbraith moved for copies of all 
correspondence between tho judges and 
the government in the coso of tho Quoon 
vs. Johnson, of Casaiar. Tho ' mover in 
explaining the object of his motion said 
that ho believed tho relations of the whito 
and Indian population of Cassiar wore by. 
no means in a satisfactory condition.' The 
Indians had threatened that if the sen- 
tence on Johnson wero carried out thoy 
would bo revenged on tho whites. Con- 
siderable anxiety existed and ho hoped 
tho Government would furnish tho Houso 
with what information they had on tho 
Bubject. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Wil- 
son. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that ho did not 
know that there was any correspondence 
to bring down, but if any existed it would 
bo produced. Ho would state that, as to 
tho administration of justice in Cassiar, 
the government was wholly blameless. In 
tho case of Johnson it was his opinion — 
and he was again supported by one of tho 
learned judges of the Supremo Court — 
that in caso3 involving capital punishment 
it was the duty of the judgo to pass sen- 
tence of death — thatsontenco to bocarriod 
into effect on a certain date. In this in- 
stance he believed no sentence had boon 
passed, or if passed it had boon so indefi- 
nite that no execution could take placo 
undor it. Tho government had taken 
every to prevent tho possibility of 
a failure of justice and the fault .did 
not rust with them. The prisoner . had 
been sentenced with the understanding 
that he would be hanged probably within 
two months, and the Chiof Justice in pass-, 
ing such sentence was doubtless undor 
tho impression that a certain time must 
nocrssary elapse for communication with 
Ottawa. On tho part of tho Government 
he (Mr. W.) again contended that a dofi- 
nito date should havo been fixed for the 
oxecution. When no dato was fixed it 
was impossiblo to grant a reprieve bocauso 
thoro was no dato from which to grant 
the rospito. Again, it was impossible for 
him as attorney general to ask that tho 
prisoner be sentenced in his (tho prison- 
er's) absence, inasmuch as it was one of 
tho must important principles of criminal 
jurisprudence that the prisoner should bo 
prcaont and have an opportunity of stat- 
ing why sentence of death Bhould not be 
passed upon him, It was questionable, 
indeed, whether an application for sen- 
tence could bo mado at all, inasmuch a3 
tho duties of the judge presiding at tho 
assizes oxpired at the termination of the 
OBsizes. Another question arose : Should 
tho prisouer bo taken to Fort Wrangol 
ho would pasa through foreign territory 
and would then become practically re- 
leased. In tho case of Tom Anderson 
should he be sentenced to imprisonment 
for life ho again could not bo brought 
down to tho penitentiary. He (Mr.W.) 
would state that confidential correspon- 
dence between the United States and 
Engliah Governmont3 had takon placo 
and that it would probably result in sorao 
Bpecial provisiona for tho conv^'anco of 
prisoners from Cassiar through United 
Statea territory. 

Mr. Smithe said hh had not intended to 
say anything upon tho motion which ho 
thought a good ono and one to pass with- 
out comment, but tho Attorney-General 
had taken occasion to excuse himself and 
his government touching tho now notor- 
ious case of tho unhanged murderer John- 
son. Tho unusual — and out of order — 
course tho premier had adopted of enter- 
ing into a long explanation with a view of 
shifting the responsibility in tho case re- 
ferred to from his own shoulders to that 
of tho judges and that too before tho 
papors moved for wero beforo the Houso 
so that mombers could read them and be 
in a position to fully understand tho ex- 
planation given and the references mado, 
suggested the idea that the resolution had 
beon made for tho purpose of affording the 
attorney-general an opportunity to oxcuse 
himBolf before hand. Tho motion in it- 
self was right but the subject could only 
be intelligently dealt with after the ro- 
turn of the papors. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — The government 
needs no excuse and no oxcuse is clTcrod 
by mo. Tho government is not in 
any way responsible for the circumstances 
surrounding tho matter. 

Mr. Galbraith said that he had been 
urged by a numhor of miners to introduce 
the motion and had not introduced it to 
afford tho government an opportunity of 
excusing themselves. His sole object was 
to ascertain who was in the right and who 
was in the wrong. 

Tho motion passed. 

Mr. Smitho moved, that in the opinion 
of this Houso it is desirable that a bonus 
should be offered by the Government for 
the purposo of encouraging the establish- 
ment of a woolen factory in the Province. 
He did not supposo there would bo any 
opposition to the motion; it would not 
therefore be necessary for him to enter at 
great length into the many strong argu- 
ments that might bo adduced to show the 
importance of the subject. He had been 
perusing tho returns of the oxports and 
imports of the Province published in tho 
Ottawa blue-books, and ho found that in 
1878 (tho latest returns to hand) the val- 
ue of woolen goods imported and entored 
for consumption was S178,457, upon 
which had been paid duty to tho amount 
of §31,225 31. This was a large sum to 
Bend out of the Province in a year, and 
ought to induce members to consider 
whether it would not be possible to stop 
such a leak. It might be said that if a 
mill wore, built it would not bo capable of 
producing every description of woolon 
goods, and a large amount would still ro- 
quiro tc bo imported. There might bo 
truth in that, but ho submitted tho 
amount paid for imported woolens of tho 
plainest and aimplost kind would warrant 
the undertaking contemplated. Ho said 
in tho same year, 1878, the bluo-books 
allowed that §41,057 had boon paid for 
blankets, flannols and yarn aluno, upon 
which $7,289 64 of duty had been paid in 
addition, making a total of, in round 
nmmbora, 850,000. paid for what 



unquestionably have been made to ad- 
vantage in tho Province. Turning to tho 
table of exports he found we had sent 
away in 1878, 78,602 lbs. of wool, and 
had received for it tho trifling sum of 
$12,586, or aomothing leas than 16. cts. 
per pound. He also quoted tho exports 
of formor years to show the production 
was largely increasing and he said it was 
woll known that in 1878 largo quantities 
of wool wero sent out of the country with- 
out any record being kept, otherwise the 
amount wou}d havo boon represented by 



higher figures.. Ho' was quito sure tho 
real wopl product of tho country .was 
much in advance of 100,000 lbs. annually. 
This could be still further increased if a 
homo market and slightly bettor prices 
wore offered. Ho found by taking aevoral 
years tho average prico of wool sold was 
about 15 eta. per pound, and when that 
wool was . brought back in tho Bhapo- of 
yam it cost 60 cts. per lb. exclusive of 
freight, insurance, etc. Surely this 
would bo margin enough for profitable 
manufacture of tho article horo. The 
trifling amount realized from the salo 
of wool as comparod with that paid 
for manufactured woolen goods brought 
in,' was certainly food for serious 
reflection. He had ovory reason to bo- 
liovo that a banus offorod would result in 
inducing some porsons to ovect a mill. It 
would bo remomberod that a fow years 
ago tho Elliott Government had offered a 
bonus of §2,000 for this purpose, and al- 
though nothing had apparently come of 
it, he thought ho could show that tho 
policy had boon a good ono. Ho bolievod 
tho strong opposition of tho present 
financo minister had frightened certain 
gentlemen in Victoria, who at that time 
woro prepared to tako tho thing in hand 
but backed dowu for lack of confidonce 
owing to Mr. Boavon's declaration that 
thoy would lose tho money they con- 
templated investing in tho enterprise. It 
was to be regretted that outaideof British 
Columbia no ono know of tho bonus being 
offered until late in tho year, when tho 
sessional papei-3 woro publishod and sent 
abroad. He might say that af tor tho vote 
had lapsed, ho, while minister of financo, 
had received a lotter from a gentloman 
in Ontario enquiring about tho bonus and 
offering to transport his null to this 
Province if it were still open. Ho (Mr. 
S. ) had been very sorry to have to reply- 
to him that the vote had lapsed and had 
not been renewed, and as ho shortly after 
left office he had hoard nothing more 
about tho matter. It was unquostionablo 
he thought, that a field now presented it- 
self, and when it was considered how 
much ovory such industry contributed to 
tho wealth and prosperity of tho country 
he thought tho importance of encouraging 
in every way possiblo their establishment 
and development could not be overesti- 
mated. (Hear, hear.) The lion, gontlo- 
mnn referred to objections that had been 
raisod on a former occasion, such as 
quality of wool, etc., and showed them to 
bo of littlo or no force, and undor any 
circumstances easily romodied. Ho left 
the motion with confidence in tho hands 
of tho Houso. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Mara seooil'led tho motion and ex- 
pressed a hope thai, t ho government would 
offer soino inducements for tho establish- 
ment of a.woollen mill. He knew that there 
were a number of small mills lying idle in 
Eastern Canada and that it was probable 
there would bo no difficulty in obtaining 
ono of thorn for tho purpose. It should 
be an easy matter for the government to 
demonstrate that woollen goods can bo 
manufactured hero with a fair marginal 
profit. The 'recent winter had plainly 
proved that sheep can stand sovore 
weather better than cattle and it was 
a well-known fact that tho number' of 
sheep on the Mainland had increased very 
materially during the last fow years. Tho 
figures quoted by tho member for Cowich- 
an were altogether too low as ho was as- 
sured on good authority that one 'farmer 
alono had disposed of 50,000 lbs. of wool 
last yoar and he had no doubt that if ac- 
curate returns could bo obtained the total 
yiold for last year would bo found to be 
200,000 lbs. instead of 100,000 lbs. as tho 
hon. member had stated. Ho hoped a 
Bum would be placed on the estimates and 
that tho government would not let the 
matter rest even at that, but would placo 
before mill owners facts which would in- 
duce thorn to come to this province and in- 
augurate tho industry, and facts, also 
which would demonstrate to farmers tho 
suitability of the country for wool culti ro. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Bcayon, in reply to Mr. 
Smitho's remarks, submitted that in 1877 
when tho sum of $2,000 was placed on the 
ostimates it3 a bonus ho (Mr. B.) opposed' 
it, not because ho did not think tho in- 
dustry would pay or should bo encourag- 
ed, but because tho sum was too small. 
Thoro wero many obstacles to bo over- 
come in tho erection and successful con- 
duct of a mill and it was absurd to sup-, 
poso that any person would como to tho 
province and attempt to overcome tho 
difficulties for so small an amount. 

Mr. Mara — Mako it larger. 

Mr. Helgesen thought tho step was a 
move in tho right diroction. He alluded 
to the fact that wool in tho province 
could not be sold at hardly any prico and 
contended that a profitable homo market 
could bo created for it. 

Mr. Ferguson supported tho. motion 
and argued that tho development of any 
industry wa3 an advantage to tho country 
at largo but particularly to tho farmer as 
a market was thon afforded for tho pro- 
duct of the soil. ' . ■', ' 

Mr. Mcllmoyl pointed out tho peculiar 
inducements tho Provinco held out for 
sheep brooding and consequently for tho 
establishment of a woollen mill. He also 
alluded to tho large amount of duty now 
paid for imported woollen goods, articles 
that might just as well bo mado hero. 

Mr. McGillivray approved of the mo- 
tion because ho thought it would havo a 
tendency to build up an industry which 
could bo supported by the Province. He 
alluded to the largo consumption of wool- 
len goods by all classes, but more es- 
pecially by the Indian portion of tho pop- 
ulation. Ho thought tho motion would 
induce people to come hero with tho in- 
tention of going into tho sheep farming 
business. 

Mr. Williams, whilst favoring the mo- 
tion, hopod the Government would put 
on the estimates a sum for tho construc- 
tion of a flour mill capablo of turning out 
at least 100 barrels of flour per day. 
Tho amount should bo at least $3,000. 

Mr. Drummond thought that if the re- 
quirements of tho country demanded the 
erection of a woollen mill no assistance 
was necessary from tho Government. It 
was absurd to supposo that tho sum of 
§2,000 would run a cotton mill and in his 
opinion tho country was as yot too sparse- 
ly populated for any such enterprise. 
Thoy were a little too early. 

Mr. Wilson thought tho hon. member 
who had just sat down was a little too 
ancient — too far behind tho times. Tho 
great mistake in tho character of tho leg- 
islation of tho country was that it did not 
tend to fnstor and build up homo indus- 
tries. Ho alludod to tho fact that wool 
from this Provinco was shipped to Eng- 
land at a great oxponso, and thon mado 
into various articles, which woro returned 
to tho Province and sold at a profit. 
Ho contendod, theroforo, that tho manu- 
facture of woollen goods here ought to af- 
ford a very good margin. Ho hoped the 
Government would offer a bonus of not 
less than §4,000 or §5,000. 

Mr. Harris was aware that a number of 
mills wero idlo in tho eastern provinces, 
and that, some parties would eoino if 
encouragomont woro hold out Others 
most likoly would soon follow. He 
would cordially Bupport the resolution.

Sal Aool&oot to Soottish Volunteer 
Officers* 



A sad nccidontoccurred on March Cth 
to a party of 15 volunteer officers who 
had gone from Glasgow to their battery 
at Irvine some 30 miles distant, for 
gun practice. The officers of the Lan- 
arkshire Brigade of Artillery, to which 
tho party belonged, have for some time 
been receiving instruction in tho now 
regimental drill applicable to 40 pound- 
er breechloaders, and, desiring to test 
their proficiency, they went on Satur- 
day to their battery at tho sea coaat. 
On their arrival at tho battery the of- 
ficers took their posts at the gun. Tho 
sergeant-instructor, Mr. Kirker, of the 
Royal Artillery, proceeded to load a 
shell about 20 paces to the rear of the 
gun platform. In order to tix the 
fuse in the sholl it requires to bo gently 
forced home with a mallet, but the ser- 
geant incautiously Btruck sharply. This 
caused the fuse to ignite and the shell 
burst. Eight of the oflieers . were 
struck by tho fragments, Kirker, the 
drill instructor, had his left leg blown 
off and was severely injured about the 
head and body. Dr. Beatson, an officer 
of the brigade, who happily escaped, at 
once proceeded to tho aid of his wound- 
ed comrades. On examination it was 
found that Lieutenant-Colonel Watson 
was dangeroosly wounded in the left 
knea, Major Mathieson had sustained 
a severe concussion in the abdomen, 
Captain Ried had his face and knee in- 
jured, Captain.Shaw was wounded in 
the left thigh, Captain Bayne on the 
left arm, Lieutenant Brown had sui 
taiued a serious scalp . wound, while 
Captain Marsh, R. A;, was struck on 
both legs. On tho alarming extent of 
the injuries being ascertained, a mes- 
sage was telegraphed to Glasgow, and 
Professors Macleod and Buchanan loft 
by the first train, reaching Irvine 
about 8 o'clock. Attention was first 
turned to Lieutenant-Colonel "Watson, 
who had in the interval lost a great 
deal of blood. The left leg was' at 
onco amputated, but the physicians 
had littlo hope of his recovery, and he 
oxpired yesterday morning at 7 o'clock. 
The wounds of the sergeant-instructor 
were from tho first seen to be mortal, 
and he died during the night. Ho was 
sensible till shortly before his death, 
and made a statement, in presence of 
a magistrate, taking upon himself the 
entire responsibility of the melancholy 
occurrence. With respect to the other 
officers, though their injuries are of a 
somewhat serious character, good hopes 
are entertained of their recovery.

Kingston, March 30. — The vestry 
meetings in connection with the sev- 
eral Episcopal churches woro held last 
evening. At that of St. Paul's church 
the following resolution was passed: — 

That the congregation of St. Pnul's 
church have heard with regret the re- 
ply of tho Bishop of Ontario to the 
congregation who had remonstrated 
with the Rev. J. M. Carrie on the 
sitting posture assumed by his Lord-: 
ship at tho confirmation held in/ St.' 
Paul's church in tho month of May last; 
that the congregation having been in- 
formed that his lordship stated to. -a 
deputation from Ihe church who . wait- 
ed upon him concerning the same sub- 
ject in 1876, that the sitting posture 
was a new thing that some porsons 
seemed to like, but that as far as he 
wns concerned he did not care how the 
ceremony was performed; the members 
of this church do not desire any of 
these " new things,'' and aro quito sa- 
tisfied with the confirmation ceremony 
as it was always performed in the 
Church prior to the lato innovation, 
that the congregation cannot help re- 
gretting to observe that tho spirit 
evinced in the reply of the Bishop is 
very far removed from that which 
should actuate a Christian minister, 
and is evidently on a par with that 
which has caused so much mischief in 
this diocese for many years paat, and 
that the vestry clerk be instructed to 
send a copy of this to his lordship.
